TO 

Amend the Law of Bankruptcy in Ireland. A.D.i89i. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the laws relating to bank- 
ruptcy in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Bankruptcy (Ireland) Act, Short title 
1891, and shall be construed together with so much of the Irish ^ 

Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857, as was not repealed by the Act with 
10 Bankruptcy (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1872, and together with Vict * 
the Bankruptcy (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1872, except so far and with 
as the said Act of 1872 is not repugnant to anything contained in 35 ^ 36Vict 
this Act. 

2. The terms in this Act shall have the same meanings as in Inter pveta- 
15 the Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857, and in the Bankruptcy tl0D of ,erms - 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1872. 

3. — (1.) Where any goods of a debtor are taken in execution Duties of 
and before the sale thereof, or the completion of the execution by go^'ftTken 
the receipt or recovery of the full amount of the levy, notice is in execution. 
20 served on the sheriff that a bankruptcy order has been made against 
the debtor, the sheriff shall, on request, deliver the goods and any 
money seized or received in part satisfaction of the execution to 
the official assignee, but the costs of the execution shall be a first 
charge on the goods or money so delivered, and the official or trade 
25 assignee may sell the goods, or an adequate part thereof, for the 
purpose of satisfying the charge. 

(2.) Where under an execution in respect of a judgment for a 
sum exceeding twenty pounds, the goods of a debtor are sold or 
money is paid in order to avoid sale, the sheriff shall deduct his

his creditors and the sum or sums of fen pounds and upwards due 
to each creditor. The said statement shall show the status of each 
creditor as secured, partly secured, or unsecured ; and it shall also 
set out opposite each debt the consideration therefor. 

20 (1.) The debtor shall at the same time file an affidavit, in the form 

in the schedule hereto, verifying the said statement, and 
showing that no agreement for the purpose of promoting or 
carrying his composition or scheme was entered into between 
him and any other person or persons, and that no understanding 
25 existed betweeu him and any other person or persons, the 
meaning of which would be the giving a benefit or preference 
to any one or more creditor or creditors to the prejudice of the 
other creditors. 

Provided always, that it shali and may be lawful to and for the 
30 debtor, with the leave of the court, to correct and supply any errors 
and omissions that may be in his said statement. 

9. The official assignee, shall within one fortnight from the filing 
of the said statement summon a meeting of the creditors, of which 
meeting each creditor shall get not less than six days notice, and 
35 together with the notice summoning the said meeting he shall send 
to each creditor a copy of the debtor’s statement, and also the offer 
of composition or scheme of arrangement. The court shall have 
power, on cause shown, to extern! the time for these purposes.

Notice of the appointment by the court of the day for 
hearing the application for discharge shall be published in the pre- 15 
scribed manner, and sent fourteen days at least before the day so 
appointed to each creditor who has proved, and the court may hear 
the official assignee, and may also hear any creditor. At the hearing 
the court may put such questions to the debtor and receive such 
evidence as it may think fit. 20 

(7.) The powers of suspending and of attaching conditions to a 
bankrupt’s discharge may be exercised concurrently. 

(8.) A discharged bankrupt shall, notwithstanding his discharge, 
give such assistance as the trustee may require in the realization 
and distribution of such of his property as is vested in the trustee, 25 
and if he fails to do so he shall be guilty of a contempt of court ; 
and the court may also, if it thinks fit, revoke his discharge, but 
without prejudice to the validity of any sale, disposition, or payment 
duly made or thing duly done subsequent to the discharge but 
before its revocation. 30
